Americans Strike: Again 
At Berlin and Brunswick 


IR the second time in 24 hours 
Berlin was bombed yesterday 
by Allied air forces. Bruns- 
wick was attacked at the same time, 
and there were many battles in the 


air. 

The following is the report of 
U.S. Strategic Air Force’s Head- 
quarters in Europe:— 

“Military targets in the Berlin 
and Brunswick areas of Germany 
were bombed this morning by very 
strong forces of Flying Fortresses 
and Liberators of the 8th Air Force. 

“It was the second day in suc- 
cession that bomber divisions had 
continued the air invasion of the 
German capital. They found heavy 
cloud over Germany. Bombing was 
done by means of instruments and 
results were unobserved. Flak was 
intense. Many air battles took place 
the most intense being over the 
Brunswick area i 

“Our fighter pilots claim 59 
German fighters destroyed,. while 
our bomber crews claim the destruc- 
tion of 60 enemy aircraft. From 
these operations 36 of our bombers 
and 13 of our fighters are missing.” 

The German News Agency said 
that the American bombers took 
advantage of unbroken cloud to 
bomb the capital, and the attack 
was made without the _ raiders 
sighting the ground. It, also said 
that the bombers and their escorts 
were engaged over the German 
frontier by forces of the German 
air defences and that extensive air 
battles developed over Central 
Germany. 

The German official account said 
that a great number of American 
bombers carried out what is 
described as a “terror attack on 
the Reich capital and on several 
places in Western Germany.” 
Damage to houses, cultural institu- 
tions and casualties were caused, 
particularly in the Berlin area. On 
Sunday night single British aircraft 
dropped: bombs in the Cologne and 
Dusseldorf areas. During these 
attacks, as well as over the occu- 
pied ‘territories in. fhe West, 26 | 
enemy planes,-among them 17 four- 
engined bombers, were brought 
down. 

A four-engined American bomber 
made a forced landing in the south- 
eastern ec of the Swedish pro- 
vince of Schonen yesterday, said 
German radio.

GERMAN SHIPS

The first increase since 1841 in 
the total population recorded at a 
complete enumeration is noted on 
the Register of Population taken on 
the night of November 16th, 194], 
to furnish the Department of Sup- 

lies with a list of names of people 
in Eire for the purpose of issuing 
ration books. 

The Register reveals that the total 
population was 2,992,034, compared 
with 2 968,420 at the Census of 1936, 
an increase of 23,614, or 0.8 per 
cent. 

Between 1936 and 1941 the 
number of males decreased by 7,727 
and females increased by 31,347, the 
difference in trend being attributable 
principally to the large proportion 
of females among the war-time 
immigrants. _The population of 
Leinster increased by 45,000—due 
principally to an increase in Dublin 
city and county of 32,000—while 
pope hog other provinces declined 
slightly.

On Saturday the 
existence in Great Britain of a 
huge fleet of gliders was made 
known to the general public, and 
the impression is being created 
that within a very short time the 
long-awaited attack on the Euro- 
pean Continent will be launched. 
The Germans, too, have not been 
idle. Their propaganda agents 
have been announcing to, the 
world that, whatever plans the 
Allies may have, the German 
General Staff has an adequate 
reply to them. In a recent state- 
ment Dr. Goebbels - admitted 
frankly that the British and 
Americans enjoyed numerical 
superiority in the air, but gave 
it clearly to be understood that, 
however great that superiority 
might be, it was not sufficient to 
overcome the defences that have 
been -perfected by the German 
Army during the last few years. 
There can be no doubt that 
German organisation has been 
making the most of its oppor- 
tunities. The whole European 
coastline from the northern tip 
of Norway to the Bay of Biscay, 
and also along the northern shores 
of the Mediterranean, has been 
fortified as thoroughly as pos- 
sible, and the most modern 
methods of coastal defence have 
been employed. This work has 
been under the personal direction 
of Marshal Rommel, who is 
believed to have something like 
sixty divisions at his command in 
France and the Low Countries 
alone. His personal prestige is 
being used to the maximum ad- 
vantage by the German spokes- 
men; and, as Dr. Goebbels has 
very little to learn from anybody 
in respect of the art of propa- 
ganda, the war of nerves up to 
the present has been anything but 
one-sided. The man-in-the-street 
in the Axis as well as in the 
Allied countries is in a condition 
of stupefied bewilderment. His 
nerves have been taut for so long 
that they must be approaching 
snapping-point. After all, the 
war has been in progress now for 


and its climax has not yet been 
reached. The remarkable thing 
is not that he should be in a state 
of stupefaction, but, that he has 
been able for such a long period 
to retain even a vestige of his 
sanity. 

According to German com- 
mentators, the reason why the 
tempo of fighting in Italy has 
been so slow of recent months 
is that the Allies have been hold- 
ing back deliberately in order to 
conserve their striking strength 


second front. A similar explana- 
tion is advanced regarding the 
lull that has fallen upon the 
Russian front during the last four 
or five weeks. At the moment, 
fighting on land in Europe has 
come almost to a standstill. 
Allies and Germans alike are 
assembling and preparing their 
forces for the gigantic clash of 
arms which, if ever it is to take 
place, hardly can be -postponed 
much longer now.

Boom in Argentina 
The annual report of the Central 
Bank of Argentine reveals that’ a 
total of 175 million pesos of loans 
abroad had been repatriated by the 
end of 1943, so great is the country’s 
balance of payments with the 
British Empire. The bank’s policy 
has been systematically to transform 
freely disposable exchange into 
gold, and to-day 76 per cent. of the 
Argentina’s reserve funds are 
covered by gold, while 19 per cent.

England. “ The continuous increase 
in our gold balances in the United 
States, together with a probability 
that this might not. be available for 
use in the immediate future, decided 
us in favour of the repatriation in 
art of the bullion. is accumu- 
ated, and 1,208 gold bars, repre- 
senting 500 million fine ounces, have 
reached the country.” Profit during
